A High Court judge’s deci¬ 
sion to stop greenbelt land 
being turned into an exclu¬ 
sive hotel and golf course 
complex has been hailed as 
a “great victory” for the 
countryside. 

Mr Justice Haddon-Cave’s 
long-awaited decision, an¬ 
nounced on Thursday, 
quashed the permission 
granted by Mole Valley Dis¬ 
trict Council (MVDC) to 
develop Cherkley Court, 
the historic former home 
of press magnate Lord 
Beaverbrook. 

In a devastating judge¬ 
ment, the judge tore apart 
arguments put forward by 
the council for allowing 
development on “about as

protected piece of open 
land as possible under cur¬ 
rent planning law” and sav¬ 
aged councillors who 
ignored their planning offi¬ 
cers advice not to grant 
planning permission and 
then tasked them “with de¬ 
fending the indefensible”. 

He said the council’s case 
was irrational, legally 
flawed, contrary to plan¬ 
ning policy and based on in¬ 
adequate reasons. The 
judge said the land had 
multiple layers of protec¬ 
tion as it is in an area of 
outstanding natural beauty, 
in the greenbelt and 


includes a UK priority di¬ 
versity habitat and there¬ 
fore potential developers 
had “an altogether higher 
cumulative fence to cross”. 

And he described the 
council’s conclusion that 
the landscape would not 
be compromised as 
“perverse”. 

Responding to the argu¬ 
ment that there was a pub¬ 
lic “need” for the golf 
course, Mr Justice Haddon- 
Cave said: “Pure private de¬ 
mand is antithetical to 
public need, particularly 
very exclusive private de¬ 
mand. Once this is under¬ 
stood, the case answers 
itself. 

“The more exclusive the 


golf club, the less public 
need is demonstrated. It is a 
zero sum game.” 

Wimbledon champion 
Andy Murray was reported 
to be among top city 
bankers who had acquired 
shares in the development 
and were likely to be very 
unhappy with last week’s 
ruling. 

The judgement came less 
than a week after the coun¬ 
cil announced it wants to 
lift the greenbelt protection 
on land near Leatherhead 
to allow Barratt Homes to 
build 500 houses there. 

The Council for the Pro¬ 
tection of Rural England 
(CPRE), which has just 
revealed that the amount of 


greenbelt land under threat 
has increased by 84 per cent 
in the past year, despite 
Government assurances its 
planning reforms would 
“maintain protection of the 
greenbelt”, has pledged to 
create a coalition to block 
that development too. 

The judge’s ruling was 
greeted with jubilation by 
campaigners, who had 
brought the judicial review 
to block plans by developer 
Longshot Cherkley Court to 
turn greenbelt land and 
species-rich meadows into a 
private golf course for the 
rich as part of a “world 
class” hotel and spa.

The healthcare review 
proposing to close Epsom 
Hospital’s accident andemer- 
gency (A&E) and maternity 
departments will have no 
responsibility for ensuring 
community health services 
are improved for the dis¬ 
placed patients, it has 
emerged. 

The Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) healthcare re¬ 
view has earmarked both 
Epsom and St Helier’s A&E, 
maternity and paediatric de¬ 
partments for closure a move 
which is reliant on more ser¬ 
vices being provided in the 
community. 

However, in an video inter¬ 
view with this newspaper Dr 
Marilyn Plant, joint medical 
director for BSBV, revealed it 
is not within the review’s 
remit to draw up plans for 
community services - despite 
it being one of their key 
recommendations. 

This will be left to the new 
clinical commissioning 
groups (local GPs), health and 
wellbeing boards and the

local authorities. 

Paul Burstow, MP for Sutton 
and Cheam immediately con¬ 
demned this as a “cop-out”. 

He said: “This is an incredi¬ 
bly slippery process and I’m 
shocked she’s making that 
claim at this stage - that 
BSBV has nothing to do with 
out of hospital care.” 

Epsom health campaigner 
Jane Race said: “It really is 
reckless behaviour to take 
services away without any 
replacement ideas. It is 
playing with people’s lives 
and it’s disgraceful.” 


In the interview Dr Plant 
said: “There’s an element of 
which comes first - the 
chicken or the egg - about it. 

“Our review has been about 
making acute care safer. We 
know that we could have 
much safer acute care. 

“The care in the community 
isn’t required to consult on. 
We can just deliver that.” 

She said the CCGs had been 
meeting across south-west 
London and were developing 
their own plans to improve 
the way they provide commu¬ 
nity services but she admitted

they had not done very well 
on that in the past. 

It also emerged during the 
interview that GP surgeries 
could potentially specialise in 
different areas with patients 
being able to use all centres. 

Dr Plant added: “That would 
be one way forward, but that’s 
something that has to be dis¬ 
cussed and worked through 
once we have agreed to the re¬ 
configuration. 

“It doesn’t make sense to do 
it all at once in some ways. 
Although I understand that 
people feel we should put the 
community services in 
place before we change the 
acute. 

“But if we did that we sim¬ 
ply wouldn’t pass go really be¬ 
cause we already have 
hospitals that are not finan¬ 
cially sustainable so we have 
to do something and we can’t 
just let them stay static and 
deteriorate year on year.”

£26.4m. That is the 
optimistic estimate of the 
amount of money Surrey 
Police must save over the 
next five years. 

I have no issue with hav¬ 
ing to save that money. This 
country cannot afford its 
public services. The state 
has to borrow vast sums of 
money to keep itself going - 
money that our children 
and grandchildren will be 
repaying. We have a duty to 
do something about this. 

After years of cuts, there 
is not much left to save with¬ 
in the individual police 
forces without reducing ser¬ 
vice to the public. To use our 
own example, there are 
more than 40 different 
change programmes cur¬ 
rently under way at Surrey 
Police to get the most out of 
what we have. 

The impact on our officers 
and staff is huge - changes 
to what they are paid, where 
they work, when they work, 
and, in some cases, whether 
or not they will continue to 
have a job. Through all of 
this they continue to work 


hard for you and make 
sacrifices to keep us all safe. 
I cannot praise them enough 
for their dedication. 

In policing there is one 
enormous saving to make 
and the Government still 
has not made it. 

At the moment there are 
41 different police forces 
outside of London. Each of 
these forces does exactly the 
same things as the others. 

There really is no need for 
41 different headquarters, 41 
different police and crime 
commissioners or 41 differ¬ 
ent chief officer teams. The 
public do not pay taxes to 
see more politicians or top 
brass behind desks in ex¬ 
pensive buildings. They 
want to see more coppers on 
the beat. Merging forces 
would help us to do that and 
save millions of pounds. 

Policing in Scotland has 
recently been simplified 
along these lines, going from 
eight separate forces to one. 

The sooner we follow the 
canny Scots, the better. The 
public and the police lose 
out for every day we delay.

Tim Harrold, chairman of the 
Cherkley Campaign, said: “This is 
a great victory for our campaign 
and for all who care about the 
countryside. 

“The judgment shows that we 
were entirely justified in pursuing 
this legal action and we are deeply 
grateful to all those members of 
the community who rallied round 
and supported us in the face of an 
unprecedented propaganda on¬ 
slaught by the developers.” 


Andy Smith, Surrey CPRE 
branch director, demanded that 
the developer quickly repair the 
land that it had prematurely bull¬ 
dozed after succeeding in getting 
changes to an injunction brought 
by the campaigners to stop it. 

He said: “The next step is for the 
developer to explain how it will go 
about repairing the appalling dam¬ 
age it has already done to the land¬ 
scape of Leatherhead Downs.” 

With millions of pounds riding 
on the scheme, developer Long- 
shot Cherkley Court said its legal 


team, which included the coun¬ 
try’s top planning QC, was “as 
amazed as they are appalled” by 
the judgement. 

It said it will appeal the decision, 
despite the judge refusing them 
leave to appeal because the coun¬ 
cil’s case was so obviously flawed. 

Councillor John Northcott, port¬ 
folio holder of planning, said: 
“Mole Valley District Council vig¬ 
orously defended its handling of 
this planning application and we 
are very disappointed that the 
challenge has been upheld.”

Jackson’s pockets then 
dragged him into a bath¬ 
room and came out with 


his phone. 

Judge Stewart said: “You 
were talking to each other 
and saying the other people 
must be lying. There must 
be something there.” 

They scared and intimi¬ 
dated Ms Hines by taking 
her into the kitchen to 
search her clothes and the 
inside of her footwear. 

Then the men pushed Mr 
Jackson against the wall 
and Grant-Poyser punched 
him twice. 

Judge Stewart said: “You 


opened the scissors and put 
them to Mr Jackson’s face 
while the two young women 
were screaming.” 

The pair took items, 
including money and an 
Oyster card, and made a get¬ 
away in a taxi. Police quickly 
found and arrested them. 

Judge Stewart said the 
victims could not leave the 
property during the rob¬ 
bery, which lasted about 40 
minutes. 

He said: “It was a pro¬ 
longed ordeal.” 


Mr Jackson was left with a 
“pretty bad swelling to the 
left side of his jaw”. 

Grant-Poyser, of Tull 
Street, Mitcham, has a 
string of previous convic¬ 
tions for possession of 
drugs including crack co¬ 
caine, having an offensive 
weapon, assault and bat¬ 
tery. 

He and Berhane, of David¬ 
son Road, Croydon, will 
serve simultaneous sen¬ 
tences for two offences of 
robbery each. 


Girls fight off a thief 


A brazen thief got more 
than he bargained for 
when he tried to steal 
from two women at a 
cashpoint. 

The women aged 25 
and 27 were taking 
money out of the Bar¬ 
clays cashpoint in Cen¬ 
tral Road, Worcester 
Park, on June 9 at 
7.15pm when a man on a 
bicycle lunged forward 
to grab the cash.

Boys suspected of killing 50 doves 


Three young boys are sus¬ 
pected of massacring dead 
50 doves with an air rifle in 
a dovecote last week. 

Police have identified 
three suspects, aged 10 to 
11 years old, after the 
break-in at a dovecote in 
Bookham last Wednesday. 

Fifty doves died at the 
scene and four were put 
down at Leatherhead’s 
Wildlife Aid Foundation 
(WAF), which is caring for 


nine survivors. 

Officers are considering 
what action to take against 
the child suspects and an 
adult who allowed the 
boys to use the weapon. 
Police have seized the air 
rifle. 

WAF founder Simon 
Cowell said: “We currently 
have nine doves that we 
are treating at the WAF 
hospital. Five of them are 
just babies. Every one of 


them was shot with an air 
rifle. It was a massacre. 

“What on earth moti¬ 
vates children - or anyone 
- to take pot shots at birds? 
It is despicable. 

“Why aren’t their mums 
and dads exercising their 
parental responsibility 
and putting a stop to these 
terrible activities?”

Arsonist’s plea for jail term’ 


An arsonist who torched a po¬ 
lice car in a bid to get sent to 
jail failed in his mission after 
magistrates opted to let him 
walk free. 

John Gordon, 36, of Dice- 
land Road, Banstead, was in 
the middle of a nervous 
breakdown and clutching a 
can of beer when he walked 
up to a police car parked in 
Hulverston Close, Sutton, 
smashed its window, took off 
his vest and set it alight before 
throwing it into the back seat 
on July 21. 

At Gordon’s sentencing on 
Friday, Croydon magistrates 
heard how he then called the

police as the car burned. 

When officers arrived he ap¬ 
proached them and said: “I 
did it, I want to go to prison.” 

During an interview at Sut¬ 
ton police station he contin¬ 
ued to admit his guilt and 
apologised to officers, ex¬ 
plaining again that he wanted 
to go to prison. 

Miss Eitte, defending Gor¬ 
don, said: “Mr Gordon is ex¬ 
tremely remorseful for his 
actions. He called police him¬ 
self on the scene and, on their 
arrival, he told them Tm 


sorry officers, I did it, I want 
to go back to prison, I have no 
life. I set the police car on fire. 
He kept apologising for what 
he’d done’. 

“Mr Gordon was suffering 
from a nervous breakdown at 
the time. It was a cry for help. 

“He’d gone through numer¬ 
ous issues and felt it was ei¬ 
ther suicide or be taken in by 
the police.” 

She told the court he has 
since recovered from the 
breakdown and plans to get 
help for his problems but told 
magistrates a custodial sen¬ 
tence would not address his 
needs. 


A pre-sentence report put 
together by the Probation Ser¬ 
vice encouraged the magis¬ 
trates to give Gordon a 
community punishment 
rather than a jail sentence. 

The magistrates said: 
“We’ve listened carefully. 
Arson is a very serious of¬ 
fence. The damage to proper¬ 
ty and endangerment of life 
means we take it very serious¬ 
ly, but we are going to follow 
the report.” 

Gordon was given a two- 
year community order mean¬ 
ing he must get psychological 
help and will have to pay £145 
in costs and charges.

GCSE pupils smash 
the national records 


Hundreds of nervous students 
opened their GCSE results and 
celebrated smashing national 
records, despite concerns that 
tougher marking has seen stan¬ 
dards fall. 

Across the country there was a 
dip in the proportion of students 
awarded top grades at GCSE for a 
second year in a row, but schools 
in Epsom and surrounding areas 
outperformed the national 
figures. 

While 68 per cent of the grades 
awarded nationally were at A* to 
C, schools in the area which con¬ 
tacted the Epsom Guardian with 
their results achieved an average 
of 92 per cent. 

Despite a 4 per cent drop in the 
percentage of grades awarded at 
A* to C compared to last year - 
from 97 per cent to 93 per cent - 
Epsom and Ewell High School 
was the best performing state 
school.

Jersey swimming feat

A Stoneleigh man has become 
only the 86th person in history to 
swim around the island of Jersey. 

Endurance athlete Mick Helps 
completed the gruelling 41-mile 
swim in 11 hours and 20 minutes 
on August 11. 

Far fewer people have swum 
around Jersey than have swum 
the English Channel - something 
he had already notched-up. 

The solo swim is particularly 
dangerous due to changeable 
weather conditions, strong tides 
and jagged rocks that pose a haz¬ 
ard to both the swimmer and 
their support boats. 

Just to be allowed to do the 


swim he had to complete a six- 
hour swim in cold water earlier 
this year. 

Mr Helps said: “I am so pleased 
to have the opportunity to do this 
swim. I was confident I could take 
it on, whatever the conditions 
thrown at me, but quite rightly 
there are safeguards in place and 
with my two lads on the support 
boat it would not have been right 
to take too many risks.” 

Mr Helps’ crew included his 
sons, William and Matthew, and 
the rest of his family who offered 


moral support, cheering him on 
from dry land. 

Mr Helps has previously com¬ 
pleted a range of endurance tri¬ 
als including swimming the 
length of Lake Zurich in Switzer¬ 
land and two lengths of Lake 
Windermere, all in an effort to 
raise funds and awareness of 
Prostate Cancer UK. 

His most recent swim was dedi¬ 
cated to his father-in-law, James 
Pyle, who passed away from the 
illness last year.

You quite rightly published at 
length the unbelievable news 
about the sudden and unex¬ 
pected eviction of Edics from 
the Ebbisham Centre (Disbe¬ 
lief as plug pulled on popular 
health service, August 15). 

I have been attending Edics 
for frequent treatment and 
minor operations since April 
led by Sister Anita Webb, who 
writes in your issue on this 
subject, and her splendid team.

Money was raised by the sale of 
surplus church land to build af¬ 
fordable flats, a host of fundrais¬ 
ing events, and several grants. 
Only last week it received a grant 
for £12,500 for furniture. 

Church spokesman, Jenny Mei- 
neck, said: “We are grateful to Viri- 
dor for its grant. We have raised 
the funds by obtaining grants and 
fundraising for many years. This 
has included a sky dive by the Rev 
Andy Jacobson in August 2007, 


many coach trips, jumble sales, 
garden parties and social events, 
as well as a music group, called 
Ouch, being formed from our Sun¬ 
day worship band having played at 
many gigs. 

“During the building process we 
had to completely stop for two 
years, due to the recession, but are 
really thrilled to now be in our 
new church.”

Demand goes up for 
larger family homes 


Twenty years ago, many of us 
would have mocked the idea 
of different generations 
living under one roof like the 
Ewings in the TV series 
Dallas. 

But today there is a real 
move towards cross- 
generational living, with 
grandparents, parents and 
children all opting to live in 
the same home. The 
recession and increasing 
childcare and elderly care 
costs mean many families are 
selling their individual

homes and pooling their 
resources to buy a property 
big enough for them all. 

Research conducted for The 
Telegraph by Barclays found 
that two thirds of us think 
the answer to an ageing 
population is having a home 
big enough to house different 
generations. But only 16 per 
cent of those surveyed 
thought their current home 
was big enough. 


Ian Roberts, area sales 
manager for Your Move in 
Sutton, said: “It’s obvious 
that different generations 
will have different needs and 
before even considering 
looking for a home it would 
be wise for all concerned to 
write their own ‘wish list’ 
and then come together in 
agreeing the key priorities 
from these. Despite living

professor Michael Keith of 
Northumbria University 
called for a flexible 
“universal design” concept 
for housing, that takes 
account of three generations 
living together, as well as 
changing family needs. 

“There are many economic 
reasons why cross- 
generational housing should 
be considered more 
seriously,” he commented. 

“It doesn’t have to be about 
families living on top of each 
other.”

Motorists are being warned about 
a dangerous new tactic being 
employed by criminals running 
'crash for cash' fraud rings. 

Flashing headlights to entice 
innocent drivers into the path of a 
deliberate collision at junctions or 
while leaving car parks or petrol 
stations is now emerging as a 
worrying trend. 

As police, insurers and 
authorities clamp down on the 
more common rear-end 
'accidents', automotive anti-fraud 
investigation specialist APU has 


identified this new fraud. 

Dubbed 'flash for crash' by APU's 
team of investigators, the new 
tactic makes it harder for an 
innocent party to prove fault in 
the event of a legal dispute. 

Some 380 false insurance claims 
are made daily, costing the motor 
industry £1.7m a year and 
pushing up insurance premiums. 

The latest tactic sees cars lying 
in wait for victims. The fraudster 
flashes their headlights, offering 


the victim a right of way to join a 
main road, but then speeds up to 
ensure their car is hit side-on. 

"By appearing to offer the right 
of way, the criminal simply 
continues his journey into a 
collision, holding the victim at 
fault for turning across him which, 
of course, cannot be denied under 
law," says Neil Thomas, APU's 
director of Investigative Services 
and former detective inspector of 
West Midlands Police.

Leatherhead boss Richard 
Brady is sitting on an unbeat¬ 
en start to the Ryman Divi¬ 
sion One South season, and 
back-to-back wins, but he said 
the team is nowhere near top 
gear yet. 

Goals from Tom Bradbrook 
and Mohamed Eisa did for 
Redhill in a 2-1 win on Satur¬ 
day. Bradbrook was on target 
twice on Monday, and a Dar¬ 
ren Smith penalty sealed a 
3-0 win over Chipstead at 
Fetcham Grove. 

Now the Tanners have the 
small matter of the FA Cup 
preliminary round clash 
against divisional rivals Toot¬ 
ing & Mitcham this weekend 
to look forward to. 

However, Brady is looking at 
it as just another game, and 
another chance to kick-start 
their season. 

“We’ve started the season 
well enough, but there is still 
a lot more to come,” he said. 

“We should have beaten 
Chipstead by about seven 
goals, so it is clear to me that 
we have not kicked into top 
gear just yet. We have good 
players here and hopefully we 
will have an all-singing, all¬ 
dancing side soon enough.” 


Brady’s biggest concern is 
with how his charges are 
starting games. A slow start 
against Redhill and Horsham 
saw them concede the first 
goal and have to come back to 
claim any points. 

Brady said: “It’s a concern. 
Even against Chipstead we 
started slowly, and we cannot 
afford to do that. 

“But every manager will tell 
you the same, there are many 
games ahead of us and there 


will many chops and changes. 

“We can’t really have an 
idea of how we’re going be¬ 
cause we’re only six games 
into the season, but we can 
iron out the slow start.” 

Tooting & Mitcham go to 
Fetcham Grove on Saturday 
on the back of their first 
league win of the season on 
Monday - a 5-1 demolition of 
Corinthian Casuals. 

And while Brady loves the 
FA Cup, he finds the early 


stages an odd experience. 

“At the beginning you’re so 
far from anything significant 
that it is a little strange. 

“But everyone knows the fi¬ 
nancial implications of pro¬ 
gressing in the competition.” 

He added: “It will be normal 
game against Tooting, just 
like a league game because we 
know each other so well.

Miracle woman Muscutt brings home bronze

Epsom’s Lisa Muscutt 
overcame a life-saving dou¬ 
ble lung transplant to 
bring home two medals 
from the World Transplant 
Games. 

The 40-year-old won her 
gongs in badminton and 
ten-pin bowling for Great 
Britain and Northern Ire¬ 
land team at the Games in 
Durban, South Africa. 

Muscutt was born with 
cystic fibrosis and has 
struggled with ill health 
until she had a double lung 
transplant six years ago. 

Since then she has been 
on a road to steady recov¬ 
ery, putting behind her the 
years of struggling for 
breath, having to use a 
wheelchair and spending 
time bedridden. 

Her weight was just five 
stone and her lung capaci¬ 
ty had dropped to 15 per 
cent, leading doctors to 


predict that she might not 
recover. 

However, Lisa now 
weighs more than eight 
stone, plays sports, enjoys 
nights out with friends 


and raises money for Hare- 
field Hospital. 

Her success in Durban 
followed her medal win¬ 
ning achievements at the 
British Transplant Games 


in Medway, Kent, in 2012 
and Belfast in 2011. 

She said: “Being able to 
compete in the World 
Games was like a dream 
come true and this would 
not have been possible if it 
was not for my donor who 
gave me this incredible 
second chance of life.” 

At the Games, the Great 
Britain and Northern Ire¬ 
land team won 243 medals 
and were presented with 
the best team award. 

Lynne Holt, team manag¬ 
er, said: “The Games are a 
fantastic opportunity for 
athletes such as Lisa to 
share their story and in¬ 
spire people to sign up to 
the NHS organ donor reg¬ 
ister.”
